The room was in disorder as 
from a struggle, the bed pushed 
from its usual place, a_ chair 
smashed to bits, a table and coal- 
oil lamp overturned.

WALL STREET-VIEW OF

Earnings Declared to Be Fore- 
most Consideration on Stocks, 
Particularly Probable Trend 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Many 
leading appraisers of stock values 
say Senator Reed Smoot’s example 
of a stock selling at about one- 
ninth of its values in “cash and 
goods” can be multiplied many 
times over today. 

Nevertheless, Wall street secur- 
ity analysts question whether all 
such stocks should be regarded as 
bargains merely because their pres- 
ent market prices look low com- 
pared ‘with their valu. in terms of 
assets they represent. The com- 
panies’ ability to earn profits, these 
specialists insist, plays a more im- 
portant part in determining the 
value of stocks over a period of 
years. 

Some foremost statistical organi- 
gations have had a field day with 
the 1931 crop of earning reports 
just issued. Several companies ap- 
pear to fall in the category of the 
one described by the Utah Senator, 
who cited <s an example one stock 
selling at $4.50 a share while “ac- 
tually in cash and goods the stock 
is worth $40.” 

Without in any sense indicating 
that they thought these stocks 
should be bought, but in some 
cases frankly stating they would 
advise against holding them, a list 
of active issues showing their book 
value, comprising all assets, and 
their working capital value, com- 
prising only liquid assets, was pre- 
pared. 

The figures showed that Allis 
Chalmers stock on Dec. 31 showed 
in its balance sheet a book value of 
$41 a share, while net working cap- 
ital alone was equivalent to $21 a 
share. The market price at Satur- 
day's close was $8 a cshare. 

American Car and Foundry, with 
book value of $123 and working 
capital of $54, was selling at $4.75. 

Bethlehem Steel, with book value 
of $134 and working capital of $36 
sold at $13.75. Inland Steel, show- 
ing book value of $53 and  »net 
working capital of $19 was quoted 
at $15. 

Pullman showed book value of 
$79, working capital of $18 and 
market value of $16. Westinghouse 
Electric showed book value of $80. 
working capital of $35 and market 
value cf $23.25. 

United States Steel measured up 
to a book value of $179 a share,

Crowd of 400, Declared to 
Be Strikers, Storms Bar- 
ricade on Road Leading 
to Goodyear Colliery.

CADIZ, O., April 18.—Three men 


were shot early today by Ohio Na- 
tional Guardsmen protecting mines 
in the Eastern Ohio: bituminous 
coal field. The three men, said to 
be striking miners. were wounded 
after a crowd of 400 twice stormed 
a barricade erected in a road fead- 
ing to the Somers mine of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. near 
Adena. 

The first time the crowd retreat- 
ed after guardsmen fired into the 
ground, but the second assault was 
not stopped until three men fell, ali 


shot in the legs. Two of those shot 
were Elmer Trionfi, 20 years old. 
of Piney Fork, and Louis Porter of 
Bellaire. 

The assailants retreated and 
miners employed in the pit went 
to work as the ‘soldiers stood on 
guard nearby, 

Two more guard strongholds 
were the scene of shootings today. 
One was a barricated outpost on 
the Georgetown road, and the other 
on Bucanwood road, not far away. 
An atempt to storm the second out- 
post was blocked when the soldiers 
fired to scare the attackers. 

Guard officers said the soldiers 
did not fire directly at the miners. 
They said the shots were directed 
at the ground, and the three men 
were hit by deflected bullets. 

When the shooting started, the 
soldiers sent word by radio to head- 
quarters here and reinforcements 
were rushed to the scene. 

In a disorder at the Somers mine 
Jast week, a striker was killed and 
another wounded. 

The strike of about 10,000 men 
was called in protest against wage 
reductions, said by the union to ap- 
proximate 25 per cent. The new 
wage is $3.50 a day for day work 
and 38 cents for tonnage. 

Nearly 1000 strikers and friends 
attended funeral services yesterday 
of William Kimbell, 55, of Bradley, 
miner, shot to death in a clash of 
miners with Deputy Sheriffs and 
National Guard observers several 
days ago. 


THREE KILLED IN AIRPLANE 
CRASH IN ORBETTELLO, ITALY 


Machine Carrying Army and Navy 
Officers and Civilian Plunges 
Into Water.

ORBETELLA, Italy, April 18.— 
Three persons were killed and four 
injured today when a hydroplane 
containing army and navy officers 
and one civilian plunged into the 
water here during a demonstration 
flight.

Whitney reiterated his frequent- 
ly expressed view that speculation, 
including both marginal buying 
and short selling, was necessary to 
maintenance of a liquid market for 
securities.

“No Bear Ever Died Rich.”

Whitney again told the Senators 
that liquidation py investors, and 
not short selling, was responsible 
for the recent downswing on the 
market.

Patrolman 
Guybert Carter, Negro, whom 
Tucker shot in the right cheek, i 
expected to recover more slowly. 
The bullet passed out under his 
left ear. Dorothy Thomas, the Ne- 
gro girl of 12 who was struck by a 
stray bullet, has only a flesh 
wound in the left side. 

Tucker, a prisoner in City Hos- 
nital No. 2, is considered as hav- 
ing a good chance to recover from 
his five wounds, the most serious 
of which was mm the back, the bul- 
let passing out of the chest. 

He was an inmate of the City 
Sanitarium for three years, escap- 
ing and being recaptured three 
times before his latest escape in 
1928. Police and sanitarium rec- 
ords show that he was subject to 
hallucinations. 

The funeral of Patrolman Schra- 
meyer will be held at 2 p. m. fo- 
morrow at the Hermann undertak- 
ing chapel, Fair and West Flocis- 
sant avenues, followed by inter- 
ment in Memorial Park Cem-tery. 
He was 50 years old, lived at 4229 
North Euclid avenue, and had been 
a policeman since 1908. He is str- 
vived by his widow, three sons and 
a married daughter.

AT OPENING OF 
ZING INSTITUTE 


Economist. Discusses _Diffi- 
culties in Trying to Re- 
strict Output to Meet 
Lower Demand and Prices 


Difficulties of the zinc industry 
in attempting to restrict produc- 
tion to meet declining consumption 


and lower prices were’ discussed 
today by Oliver W. Roskill of Lon- 
don, England, economist and mem- 
ber of the British Non-Ferrous 
Metals Research Association, at the 
opening meeting of she three-day 
convention of the American Zinc 
Institute at Hote} Statler. 

About 100 delegates representing 
miners, smelters and fabricators of 
zinc from all sections of the coun- 
try are attending. The institute has 
met in St. Louis each year, with 
one exoeption, since it was organ- 
ized in ¥r918. 

Roskill said that the galvanizing 
industry had exhibited the greatest 
contraction in demand for zinc pro- 
ducts during the present econom- 
ic depression. The principal sub- 
ject under consideration at the con- 
vention is the institute’s education- 
al campaign to promte the use of 
heavy galvanizing of standard spec- 
ifications. 

Increase in Production. 

The average annual increase in 
production of zinc for the period 
of 1925 to 1930 was 5.9 per cent,

‘World production. last year, the 
speaker said, was 70 per cent of 
the 1929 -total, the figure for the 
United States being 48 per cent 
and for the rest of the world, &4 
per, cent. Citing figures to show 
the increase was greater outside 


this country, Roskil] said the Unit-|. 


ed States produced 39 per cent of 
the world output in 1929 as against 
59 per cent in 1920. 


Discussing plans for control of 
production, particularly as exem- 
plified by European cartejs, Ros- 
kill said there were two main 
forces opposing the success of in- 
ternationa! control of the industry: 
One producer, not a member of the 
restrictive association, might dis- 
rupt the entire organization 
through price cutting, he said. Sec- 
only, the ‘interests of European 
countries were not identical with 
those of the rest vf the world, he 
continued, inasmuch as Europe 
was capable of smelting more than 
enough zinc for its own consump- 
tion, but was largely dependent on 
gres imported from elsewhere. 

While the zinc industry was 
perhaps in a better statistical posi- 
tion than other nonferrous indus- 
tries, he said, it has not kept pace 
in reséarch and development of 
new uses for the metal. With pres- 
ent low prices as an inducement, 
the industry should attempt to ex- 
pand consumption through develop- 
ing a wider range of requirements 
for the metal, he concluded. 

Wider uses for zinc in die cast- 
ings and sprayed metallic coatings 
were discussed by W. M. Peirce, L. 
E. Kunkler and R. E. Axline.

The Governor's decision to call 
in the commissioners followed the 
appearance here of Eddie Vande- 
venter (Kid Bandy), boxing pro- 
moter of St. Louis, who complained 
to the Governor about the allotting 
of a wrestling date Wednesday 
night which follows his fight card 
by only two days. 

Vandeventer told the Governor 
that he objected to the treatment 
he had received at the hands of 
Seneca C. Taylor, Missouri com- 
missioner for the St. Louis district. 

Taylor Explains Wrestling Date. 

The Governor called Taylor on 
the telephone and Taylor explained 
that he regretted setting the 
wrestling date as he did, in view 
of the agreement to hold wrestling 
and boxing shows in St. Louis in 
alternate weeks, but that the Na- 


tional Wrestling Association had 
ordered Jimmy Londos, recognized 
by the organization as heavyweight 
champion, to wrestle Earl Mc- 
Cready here,- and the only date 
which Londos had open was April 
20, he told the association. That 
was the reason, according to Tay- 
lor, that he permitted the wrestling 
sho-yv to follow Bandy’s by only two 
days. 

The Governor told Bandy that he 
would not interfere with his ap- 
pointees when there was no specific 
evidence of wrong doing, that he 
felt that al! such matters should be 
left in the hands of the commis- 
sioners.

Boston Archbishop Calls Them “Demagogic” 


and Asks What Right “Man in Michigan” 


Has to Talk to Whole World.

BOSTON, April 18.—Willian 
Cardinal O’Connell, Archbishop of 
Boston, severely censured the 
broadcasting practices of the Hev. 
Charles E. Coughlin, Detroit priest. 
in a talk last night. 

The Cardinal spoke “as a Cath- 
olic citizen” before the Guild of St. 
Apollonia at the University Club. 
Without mentioning Father Cough- 
lin by name, the prelate condemned 
the priest’s utterances on social] 
and é@conomic themes as “dema- 
gogic talk to the poor, in the name 
of the church, which is for all, rich 
and poor alike.” 


Before the days of the radio, 
Cardinal O’Connell said, any priest 
seeking to direct affairs outside his 
parish would have been called to 
order by his own bishop. “But the 
radio has brought new problems,” 
he said. ‘“‘There is a man in Florida 
or Michigan who talks every Sun- 
day afternoon. He talks to the 
whole world. What right has he 
to do this? To whom is he re- 
sponsible? 

Too Much Talk, He Says. © 
e“We do not like‘to hear hysteri- 
cal addresses from _ ecclesiastics. 
They receive attention that they do 
not deserve, 

“Il am deeply convinced that 
there is altogether too much talk. 
It is too serious a time to talk un- 
less something serious and con- 
structive is said, something of reali 
use to. the community. Confusion 
will not right this problem. Froth, 
sometimes froth with real poison 
in it, will not help. 

“The Catholic church is a e- 
mendously serious organization. {[t 
deals in human souls. You cannot 
toy with the welfare of humanity. 
The church is for all. The teach- 
ings of Christ's church are for all. 
The doctrine of the church knows 
no class. \You cannot blow up the 
rich, laugh, a: the bankers, make 
sensational aecusations against the 
banks or utter demagogic talk to 
the poor in thé*name of the church 
which is for all, rich and poor 
alike. 


“This Sunday afternoon radio 
address has been stopped for the 
season. I am glad, as it had gone 

a little too far. We have our radio 
programs. We are working for 
the welfare of the country and the 
salvation of souls. We cannot have 
people making themselves popuiar 
at the expense of one or the other. 
Popularity does not last. It is I:be 
a beuquet thrown at the opere 
singer—sometimes it hits on 
head. They may cry hosannas to- 
day and crucify you tomorroy.” 
Father Coughlin on Air Five Years. 


Father Coughlin, pastor of the 
Shrine of the Little Flower at 
Royal Oak, a Detroit suburb, began 
broadcasting his sermons five years 
ago and gained a following of radio 
listeners. In the last two years he 
has spoken frequently .on public 
and international themes. Early in 
1931 the Columbia Broadcasting 
System warned him that some of 
his statements were “objection- 
able,” and caused a postponement 
of a scheduled address on the Ver- 
sailles peace treaty, which he later 
delivered. Father Coughlin as- 
sailed the treaty conditions and the 
attempt to collect reparations from 
Germany as the cause of the de- 
pression. 

The priest attacked Detroit au- 
tomobile manufacturers for dis- 
missing their employes in large 
numbers. He advocated the six- 
hour day and five-day week as a 
remedy for unemployment. He as- 
sailed the prohibition law, in its 
present state of enforcement, as 
“diabolical.” 

In a talk on the international 
bankers recently, Father Coughlin 
said they had been “crystallizing 
the blood money of war tribute 
into billions of bonds, offered for 
sale to the American people.” 

In recent personal appearances, 
outside of his radio talks, Father 
Coughlin has defended Mayor 
Walker of New York against his 
critics, and has advocated the sol- 
dier bonus proposal, with the pro- 
posed inflation of the currency to 
accompany it. 


HITLER FILES LIBEL SUITS 
AGAINST PUBLISHER AND SELF 


Seeks to Discredit Article Quoting 
Him as Saying France Inspired 
Barring of Storm Troops. 
“BERLIN, April 18.—Adolf Hitler 
filed a libel suit yesterday against 
Theodor Wolff, publisher and edt- 
tor of the Berliner Tagebjatt, which 
said Hitler told foreign correspond- 
ents France had inspired the Gov- 
ernment’s barring of his National 
Socialist (Fascist) storm troops. 
Hitler also filed a suit against him- 
self for “breach of duty,’”’ declaring 
that the Tageblatt’s story left open 
to doubt his own trustworthiness 

as an official. 

The suit against himself repre- 
sented a legai action open to *mu- 
nicipal and state officials as a 
means of defending and vindicating 
themselves in court against unfiled 
allegations of malfeasance or in- 
competence in office. 

Hitler’s move was interpreted as 
an effort to discredit attacks on 
him in hostile newspapers. He in- 
structed his attorney Dr. Luetge- 
brunne, to demand that the au- 
thorities suspend hhim from his du- 
ties at the Brunswick State Lega- 
tion here, where he is an official, 
until the court cleared his name. 


ENVOYS SEE CHINESE WALL 


PEIPING, April 18. — Chang 
Hsiao-liang, War Lord, who once 
controlled Manchuria, yesterday 
acted as a guide for a sightseeing 
tour of the League of Nations Com- 
mission investigating Chinese-Jap- 
anese difficulties. He led the com- 
missioners to the great wall of 
China and the Ming Dynasty 
tombs. 

Chang said the 13 Ming Emper- 
ors were buried in an enormous 
amphitheater, each under a 40-foot 
mound, with specia] poison guards. 
According to tradition, if a tomb 
were opened, the poison would be- 
come effective immediately, killing 
all life near by. 


KING AND QUEEN AT WEDDING 


LONDON, April 18.—The King 
and Queen drove down:from Wind- 
sor Castle todoy to attend the wed- 
ding at Westminster Abbey of Lord 
Hyde and the Honorable Marian 
Glyn. He is the son of Lord Clar- 
endon, Governor-General of South 
Africa. She is the daughter of 
Lord and Lady Wolverton.

10,000 SOVIET TROOPS

Tokio Foreign Office Thinks 
This Is Sign Russia Is Pre- 
paring for Clash.

TOKIO, April 18.—Military prep- 
arations of Soviet Russion on the 
North Manchurian weener: are re- 
garded by Japanese m! 5 experts 
as a clear indication thet Russian 
expects a clash with Japan, a 
spokesman for the Foreign Office 
said today, 

“Our military experts estimate 
that the Soviet forces on the Man- 
churian frontier between Viadivos- 
tok and Manchuli now number nine 
divisions, a total of 70,000 men, 
with the strongest concentrations in 
the Pogranichnaya and Manchuli 
districts, where there are two divi- 
sions each,” the spokesman said. 

“The experts assert the disposi- 
tions clearly indicate the Russians 
are expecting a clash with Japan. 
Although they are of a defensive 
nature, they are capable also of 
assuming the offensive.”

GUT $11,000,000 


House Concurs in All Re- 
ductions Made by Senate 
and Sends the Bill to 
President. : 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—The 
House late today accepted the 189 
Senate amendments to the Interior 
Department bill to reduce the to- 
tal from $50,446,432 to $45,398,760 
and sent the measuer to the White 


House. 
This almost unheard of proce- 


dure obviated the necessity of a 
conference between the two houses. 
Only rarely has an appropriation 
bill been disposed of in the past 
without such a conference to Tre- 
move disputes between the Senate 
and House over amendments. 

Speaker Garner permitted Chair- 
man Byrns of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee to move that the 
House accept the Senate’s flat 10 
per cent reduction on the bill un- 
der a suspension of the rules. It re- 
quired a two-thirds vote for ap- 
proval. 

The bill is the first of the big 
annual appropriation bills to be 
sent to the White House for Pres- 
ident Hoover's signature. 

The Fouse already had cut $6,- 
000,000 off President Hoover's 
budget estimates of the needs of 
the Interior Department. With the 
Senate action and approval by the 
House, the reduction totals $11,- 
000,000. Last year $69,342,000 was 
allowed the Interior Department. 

The big reductions made by the 
Senate included $2,900,000 from 
Boulder Canyon Dam, $1,062,900 
from the Bureau of Indian Affairs: 
$674,000 from the reclamation ser- 
vice, $105,000 from the education 
office, $400,000 from Howard Uni- 
versity and $500,000 from the Na- 
tional Park service roads and 
trails. 

The House Economy Committee 
today definitely decided to pla :e its 
retrenchment program into one 
omnibus bill for submission to the 
House as a part of the legislative 
department appropriation mgpasure. 

In taking this action, the com- 
mittee followed the suggestion of 
President Hoover. It overrode its 
chairman, Representative McDuffie 
of Alabama, who had held out for 
& separate proposal to cut Federal 
salaries. 

Members of the committee said 
either the McDuffie 11 per cent sal- 
ary cut proposal or President Hoo- 
ver’s plan for a five-day work week 
and annual leave without .pay for 
Federal workers would be included 
in the omnibus bill.

The Senate today adopted a reso-

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REASON~AND TECHNICALITY. 


A heartening step in the direction of a legal pro- 
cedure freed from the strangling toils of technicali- 
ties is the opinion of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in the case of the Moon Motor Car Co. 
Written by Judge Kenyon and reversing and remand 
ing a suit of the company against three of its of- 
ficers, involving payment to themselves out of com- 
pany funds, the opinion comes out squarely on the 
side of progress. The court, in finding that the case 
should have been tried in the equity side rather 
than the law side of the docket of Federal District 
Court presided over by Judge Davis, declared: 


If we were satisfied, haWever, that the result 
reached at law was corfect and the same as 
should be reached in equity, it would be useless, 
of course, to reverse the judgment and remand 
it for a trial in equity. The whole tendency of 
modern legal development is to get away from 
technical procedure. 


It happens that in this case the court was not so sat- 
isfied and therefore did remand -it. That the court 
went out of its way to announce that had it been sat- 
isfied it would not have stood on technicality and 
caysed further litigation should be gratifying to all 
those interested in the movement to bring the law 
into harmony with the times.

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' FEWER RODENTS BUT MORE INSECTS. 

Those Western and Mid-Western states that now 
are threatened with a recurrence of last summer’s 
grasshopper plague will have the Government to 
thank in part for the visitation, if it arrives. And 
it seems likely to occur, for investigators have found 
large deposits of grasshopper eggs in Nebraska soil, 
with 90 per cent of the eggs in healthful condition. 

It is the plausible contention of Prof. A. B. Howell, 
Johns Hopkins University, that the Government's 
activities in exterminating rodents has given the in- 
sects a great advantage. Rodents such as gophers, 
ground squirrels and field mice, he pointed out in 9 
letter to Senator McNary of Oregon, dig up and de- 
vour the eggs of grasshoppers, locusts, cut worms, 
beetles, army worms and other pests. They are the 
chief enemies of insects in many Western states, 
where insectivorous birds are scarce. Yet the Bio 
logical Survey has been spending some $600,000 a 
year to poison the rodents. On the other front, con- 
ferees in Congress recently approved addition of 
$1,450,000 to the Agriculture Department appropria- 
tion to buy poisoned bait for grasshoppers. 

A costly instance of insect depredations was the 
cricket plague in Northwestern Colorado, where three 
years ago homesteaders lost their crops and were 
forced to flee before the invasion. Congress appro- 
priated $2,000,000 to stamp out the crickets, and the 
fight now has been successful, temporarily at least. 

Man’s efforts to destroy the balance of nature often 
result in such yisitations as these. Without its 
natural enemies, any harmful species increases enor- 
mously. In this choice of evils, the rodents assured- 
ly are to be preferred. The present budget crisis 
is additional reason to call off the egregious war 
on rodents.

From an Address in the House by Representative French of Idaho. 


ITHIN the last’ several days two com- 
munications have come to my desk 
bearing upén the Federal Trade Com- 
thission. In one, appeal is made to abolish 
the commission, alleging that it is ineffec- 
tive and that its work is useless. In the 
other, appeal is made for broadening the 
scope and powers of the cémmission because 
of the splendid service it is rendering to the 
people of the United States. I rise to make 
brief inquiry into the worth-while character 
of this institution. 
Going back a little more than 40 years 
ago, the country realized that a very rapid 


change was occyrring in certain of the eco- ~ 


nomic factors in America. Instead of the 
small individual producer, manufacturer 
and business man of the preceding genera- 
tions, the people had come to realize that 
capital was being massed as never before. 
Companiés and corporations were springing 
up and expanding to carry on the activities 
in all important lines that for centuries had 
been carried on either by individuals or 
partnerships or by cOmpanies of small cap- 
ital. It was a disturbing phenomenon. 

There were fewér concerns manufactur- 
ing farm machinery in 1890 than there had 
been in 1870; fewer sawmills, fewer facto- 
ries for the fabrication of cotton and wool- 
en goods, boots and shoes, and many of the 
essential commodities of life. On the other 
hand, measured in capital, there was the re- 
verse. Business was expanding and capital 
was increasing by leaps and bounds. Trade 
was being stifled, competition was being 
driven out, and a condition was being 
brought about through which a few con- 
cerns of great wealth and power were 
threatening domination of what had there- 
tofore been a free market. 

The answer was the Sherman Anti-trust 
Act of July 2, 1890. The object of this law 
was to prevent the control of trade through 
combination. The act provided that “every 
combination in the form of trust ‘or other- 
wise or conspiracy in restraint of trade or 
commerce among the severa! states or with 


foreign countries is hereby declared to be ~ 
illegal.”

Could we not set up a bédy that could 
take leadership, that could point the way— 
a body that, first of all, would seek ways by 
which business could be brought to conform 
itself to the public interest through the ob- 
sérvance of the law? The swer was the 
act creating the Federal Trade Commission, . 
Sept. 26, 1914. By this act, unfair methods 
of competition in commerce were 4 
unlawful. [ANY _ 

It is the duty of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to prevent persons, partnerships or 
corporations (except banks and common 
carriers, which were under other laws) from 


using unfair methods of competition in com- — 


merce. When it believes that such persons 
are engaged in unfair practices, it is the 
duty of the commission to make complaint 
and to conduct hearings. It may order per- 


sons found violating the laws te cease and - 


to desist from using unfair methods. It may 
modify its orders up to the time it files its 


Bee 


transcript of the record with the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. It may apply to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for enforcement of its 
orders; and those who are cited by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission may themselves 
make their appeals to the Circuit Court. 

Let me point out a few illustrations of the 
activities of the Federal Trade Commission, 
and then we may ask murselves whether or 
not this institution ought to commend it- 
self to the support of Congress and its ac- 
tivities ought to be continued. 

Two great groups of cases in the work of 
the Federal Trade Commission come before 
that body: Those relating to combinations 
fot price-fixing and the suppression of com- 
petition; and those that relate to unfair 
practices in advertising, imitations and mis- 
representation. 


a a ~ 

Consider first, price-fixing and the sup- 
pression of competition. One of the out- 
standing cases under this head is known as 
the “Pittsburg-plus” case, where ea concern, 
the United States Steel Corporation, was 
attempting to establish the policy of right 
to fix a flat price for its bulky commodities 
that would rest upon the price at Pittsburg 
but that would include also the freight from 
Pittsburg to any place in the United States, 
regardless of whether or not any freight had 
been paid or whether or not there was a 
subsidiary branch of the corporation adja- 
cent to the place where the commodity was 
sold which could supply the commodity with 
no freight whatever. 

Commissioner William E, Humphrey, for- 
merly a member of this body, in a recent 
address pointed out an illustration that is 
so pertinent I am going to use it here. Sup- 
pose a contractor, or a county, in building 
a bridge near Gary, Ind., bought a ton of 
steel at that point. The Gary plant would 
produce the steel. The company claimed 
the right to charge the purchaser the price 
of the steel at Pittsburg, plus the freight 
from Pittsburg to Gary, although no freight 
had been paid. As a result of the activities 
of the Federal Trade Commission, this prac- 
tice was overturned. ; 7 

Here was a decision that affected the en- 
tire Middle West. It affected agriculture in 
astounding degree. When the practice was 
definitely abolished, its effect upon agri- 
culture was so great that the American 
Farm Bureay declared that this decision 
alone had saved to the farmers of our coun- 
try not less than $30,000,000 every year.
